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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-2 and 4-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Jones (4640725). 

Jones (Figures 1-8) shows an optical fiber anchor device having a hot-melt type 
bonding agent 48 in the form of a tube with a hollow portion inserted in a hollow portion 
of a heat shrinkable tube 50, an optical fiber 26 and support rods 42, 44 inserted in the 
hollow portion of the hot-melt type bonding agent wherein an anchor portion is formed 
by heating to melt the bonding agent and shrink the heat-shrinkable tube and become 
integrated with the optical fiber. The bonding agent is applied on outer surface of the 
support rods. The support rods are held by a sleeve of a terminal connecting device 14. 
Concavities and convexities are formed on outer circumferential surface of the rods. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Jones 

(4640725). 

Jones shows all the features of these claims except the length of the device 
being 30-100 mm. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time of the instant invention to make the length of the device 30-100 mm because 
this would require a mere selection of a size which involve only routine skill in the art.
